ierabiy the U.F.A. locals or municipal- 
ities, should undertake to consolidate 
the orders of farmers at local points 
and order seed from the compan.es in 
caroad lots, 

Mr. Craig was informed that all 
the grain companies of the province 
had seed to seil, a considerable amount 
being heid in local e.evators through- 
out the provinee, It was also pointed 
out that in some districts farmers ap- 
parently are still of the opinion that 
a certain measure of relief will be 
extended by the government, aad are 
waiting to see what will be done,

The prime minister stated that at 
recent theve. was no effective legisla- 
ion against combines. Such isla- 
ons as had been enacted was divis- 
bie into three groups, 

The first was in the Criniinal Code, 
he second was the Combine Investiga- 
Jion act, 190, and the third the Board 
of Commerce act and the Combines 
und Fair Prices act. The later had re- 
_eaied the Comb.nes Investigation act 
and one clause in the Board of Com- 
nerce act provides that no prosecu- 
uons be allowed under the Sriminal 
Code. The legislation which he pro- 
posed repealed the Boaid of Com- 
merce and Colbines and Fair Prices 
acts and revived section-498 of the 
-riminal Code,

Less Hail Losses 


Saskatchewan Hall ie Insurance Statis- 
tics Are More Satisfactory 

A, E. Fisher, Superintendent of In- 
surance for Saskatchewan, has issued 
a statement showing the premiums 
| recstved by the hail insurance com- 
panies during the underwriting season 
of 1922, together with the losses paid. 

This statement is based on figures 
supplied by the general manager, and 
as far as the companies themselves 
are concerned, is subject to revision 
when the insurance treaties of the 
head offices are tuken into considera- 
tion. : 

‘4t is certainly gretifying,” said Mr, 
Fisher, “to note that the hail losses 
during 1922 were lower than in any of 
the past five years, and that the loss 
ration was only 31.79 of the premiums 
received, The experience of 1922 was 
a great deal more favorable than that 
of 1921. 

“As far as the premiums paid “or 
hail insurance are concerned there 
was a decided falling off in the amount 
paid in 1922, the figure for that year 
being $3,457,247.45, as compared with 
#4,588,925.02 in 1921. On the other 
hand the losses for 1922 were $1,098,- 
991.71, as compared with $4,628,- 
137.60,”

OUTLOOK. 


The cattle markets during the}! 
A

iod of the history of Canadian 
livestock production, The in- 
evitable shrinkage in prices was 
accentuated by the application 


Canadian animals from the mar- 
ket which had been open to 
them without restriction for so 
long. Naturally it has . taken 
some time, and will take more 
yet, to effect an adjustment. 
The British embargo on Canadi- 
an livestoc kis to be lifted on 
April 1st, and this move, it is 
expected, will materially assist 
in an improvement in prices, As, 
however, the British market is 
only available, at a profit, to the 
best classes of store sand beef, 
Canada is still left with the prob- 
lem of disposing of a large per- 
centage of the Dominion’s beef 
cattle production. 

‘m spite of the restrictions 
placed against the entry of Can- 
adian cattle to the United States, 
the American feeder in the win- 
ter of 1922-23 bought large num- 
bers of Canadian cattle from 
Vominion producers and paid the 
duty on them. This would indi- 
caté, as had been expected, thar 
chere is a shortage in the Unit- 
ed States, and this may assisv 
the country with its medium 
priced feeder cattle, 

‘’ne urgent requirement which. 
is bemg impressed upon the 
Canadian producer is that she 
must produce a better ave’ 
class of animal, for, at thé prices 
now prevailing, there is no ade- 
quate recompense in raising cat- 
ule of inferior qualities. lt has 
even been proposed in some di- 
rections -that restrictions be 
placed on exporters that do not 
come up to agiven standard.

Helptul Hints for Farmers 


Supplied by Experimental Farms in different parts of Dominion 


Seed-Bed Preparation |Markets and Require- 


The prime requisites, of a good seed 
bed are firmness and moderate fine- 
ness of the soil. These two factors 
are both necessary for best results. 

In the soils of western Canada ex- 
treme fineness ,especially on the sur- 
face, is not desirable owing to the 
high winds which are prevaient in the 
spring of the year. ‘The fine soil par- 
ticles are readily induced to drift by 
the winds, and for that reason the 
euctane should be more granular than 
fine, 

Most of the summerfallow land will! 
have a very. fine surface layer of soil, 
and it is highly desirabie, in order to 
prevent drifting, that this fine layer 
should not be left exposed. A 

Usually, also, a number of small 
-weed seeds will have started to grow 
by the time the soil is fit to work, 
and, for these two reasons, the grain. 
should not be seeded directly the 
ground is fit without some prelimin- 
ary cultivation. The duck-foot culti- 
vator with narrow teeth is the most 
satisfactory implement to use in this 
before-seeding cultivation. By the 
use of this implement the fine surface 
soil and young weeds will be buried, 
and the moist, granular soil, which 
will desist the action of the wind, will 
be brought to the top. The smoothing 
harrow and the disc’ harrow im- 
plements commonly used; but’ not 
desirable on account of the fact that 
they. make the surface more subejct 
4o wind damage. ‘They will, undoubt- 
edly, destroy weeds, but that is not the 
only factor to be considered on the 


prairie. 7 

Keo aration of a seed-bed in 
ground other than summer fallow pre- 
sents different conditiors which per- 
mit of different treatment. The sur- 
face of fall ploughed land is r- 
ally fairly firm, but hardly so fine as 
summerfallw, and the d harrow 
may be necessary to get it into sha 
for sowing. Generally, however, the 
cultivator will do more satisfactory 
work on such land. 

Spring ploughed land, on the other 
hand, is usually loose, open and rath- 
er lumpy, and the disc is, under such 
conditions, the logical implement to 
use to get it firm and sufficiently 
pulverized to make a_ satisfactory 


-bed. \ 

The use of the smoothing harrow 
may be necessary in some cases to 
smooth the soil and to ensure the seed, 
being evenly covered, but, generally 
speaking, its use should be confined 
to cases where this condition exists. 

The amount of work necessary to 
produce the most profitable results 
will be governed by the-condition of 
the land and the season, and the farm- 
er himself must be the judge of his 
soil’s requirements, as no set amount 
of preparation can be given. which 
will be applicable to the various types 
of soil or to different seasons,

Annual Forage Crops 


A suce of dry years with soil 
drifting ‘and small grain yields has

ture and winter feed. Free range. is 
a thing of the past, and in many dis- 
tricts wild pastures and wild hay are 
very rapidiy passing; but if the keep- 
ing of live stock is to be _ profitabie 
we must have cheap and abnudant 
forage crops, 4 


A good stand of any of the peren- 
nial grasses such as timothy, western 
rye grass or brome grass, ora le- 
gume, such as alfalfa or sweet clover 
will in normal years produce several 
times as much forage per acre as wild 
grass will, but in these dry years it 
is difficult to secure a good catch of 
any of these crops. Not. only is it 
hard to get new stands, but oid fields 
have become so dried out that the 
first cutting is very light and there is 
almost no after crop of either pasture 
or hay. These conditions have forced 
attention to the production of annual - 
forage crops. 

By annual forage crops is meant 
crops which can be seeded and harvest 
ed as either pasture or fodder in the

The annual forage crops have several 
marked advantages over the perenni- 
als or biennials, They may be seeded 
late and used as a cleaning crop, both 
by fore and after cuitivation and by 
intertillage; they are cheaper to seed 
and a fair crop is mch more sure; 
they are harvested during the one 
year, and there is no danger of win- 
ter killing. The disadvantages of the 
annual as compared with the perenni- 
al and biennial forage crops are the 


h labor and epense of seeding each year, 


the shorter season of growth as pas- 
ture crops, and the fact that not near- 
ly so much root fibre is left in the 
soil. Annual forage crops will not — 
take the place of the perennial grasses 
in preventing soil drifting. 

Results at the Lacombe Experiment 
al Station would indicate that for en- 
silage the best forage crops are sun- 
flowers and green oats, “or in wet 
years, oats and peas. In the last 
three dry years the eee have not 
made sufficient gro’ to pay for the 
rather expensive seed, and peas will 
pasturing. Corn is rather 
an uncertain crop in central and nor- 
thern Alberta, as the soil must be 
prenionte the seed, and the 
plants will not at any stage stand 
frost. For cal feed or hay, oats, 
or oats and peas, or rye will give the 
best results. For pasture, fall rye 
gives excellent results, but if there is 
plenty of moisture in the soil, a mix- 
ture of fall rye and oats will give a

The drop in immigration during 1922, when only 75,000 people entered 
Canada, as compared with 1913 when 403,000-entered, meant loss during the 
year in the form of increase in the home market, equal to over 25 per cent. 
fin’ the value of Canada’s export trade in 1922, which was approximately 
$900,000,000. i 

This may be'a new way of measuring the value of immigration but it is 


probably the most accurate that could be devised, Without being inthe least 
desirous of minimizing the importance of the export trade, it must, however, 
be admitted that it is secondary to that of the internal trade of the country. 
If Canadian mercantile interests last year had had but $900,000,000 worth of 
business to handle, they would have experienced one of the slackest years on 
record. Any increase in business contributed to the improvement-in condi- 
tions, but increase in the volume of internal business most of all. 

A moment's reflection is sufficient to demonstrate the obviousness of this 
statement. Going back to pre-war days it will be agreed that from. 1903-16 
1912 were years of genuine prosperity. Dominion revenues were abounding, 
surpluses having gone as high as $37,000,000 a year. But during this period 
the total exports were never higher than $307,761,151 which they reached in 
1912. 

Business was brisk and prosperity marked because, during those years, 
Canada received 2,000,000 immigrants. In none of these years did she re- 
eeive less than 124,000, and in 1912, the number -was 354,237. It was the 
outfitting of these people, the greater percentage of whom went on the land, 
and thus needed large quantities of goods of every kind, that made business 
boom. Here were as many as 350,000 new customers being brought to our 
It cost 
very little to get this mew business; in reality it was the cheapest business 
that our merchants ever got. In the train of this great stream of immigra- 
tion followed building and general construction activities on a huge scale from 
which everybody benefitted. 

It may be asked, how are these conclusions as to’ the value of immigra- 
tion to the country arrived at? No absolutely accurate figures as to the yalue 
of the {nternal trade for a given year are available, but an estimate made by 
the Dominion Statistician and quoted in the House of Commons during 1922, 
placed the value of Canada’s production in 1921 at $5,244,866,900, and it was 
expressly added that this figure did not include several very large items. It 
has accordingly been generally assumed that the value of the country’s pro- 
duction runs about $6;,000,000,000 a year: 

As the supply of goods approximates to the demand, any surplus-of goods 
during a given year may be disregarded, and it may be taken for granted that 
the total production plus the imports and minus the exports. represents the 
value of the internal trade of the Dominion during ‘a year. ‘Canada is a heavy 
fmporter, her imports in 1921 having been $860,000,000. .As a deduction must 
be made for exports, which in that year were $816,000,000, the imports and 
exports practically cancelled’ one another, so it may be-assumed that the in- 
ternal trade of the Dominion in 1921 was $6,000,000,000, or approximately $666 
per capita. It may also be assumed that 1921 is now an average year. : 

Assuming that the per capita purchased are $660 a year, then when 400,- 
000 immigrants entered Canada within a twelve month, as they did in 1913, 
the new business they brought was worth $264,000,000 a year to the country. 
The 75,000 who entered in 1922 thus brought only $50,000,000 Of new business. 
Taking it for granted that the settler buys no more than the average person, 
which, of course, is a very liberal concession, the difference between the two 
foregoing totals, or over $200,000,000 represents the yearly loss to Canadian 
business through the deéline in immigration from its high point in 1913. 

If anything, this is a considerable understatement of the loss, those who 
settle on land, which the greater number of immigrants would do, being by 
far the heaviest purchasers of general goods. If the average settler locating 
on the prairies is worth over $700 a year to the railways, as is claimed, then 
he surely niust be worth double that to all the business interests of the coun- 
try. ‘That the estimate of loss is under the mark is further evident from the 
fact that the average loan to settlers under the Soldier Settler scheme ts 


,44,000, and certain classes may borrow up to $7,500. * 


Much is naturally made of the fact that Canada, as a result of last year’s 
erop, hus 300,000,000 bushels of wheat for export, which should bring in ap- 
proximately $300,000,000, but this amount, Jarge as it is, is not much larger 
than what jhe business interests of the country are losing during the course 
ef a year through the decline in immigration from the high point of a decade 
ago. Canadian business'men were as busy as bees when the country only 
exported $259,000,000 of products a year, the reason being-that they then got, 
through immigration, over five times as much new business at home within a 
twelve month, as they now get.

INLAYS IN TEETH 
By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D.,

An inlay is a filling that is made 
outside of the mouth and when finish- 
ed {6 fastened in the tooth cavity with 
a dental cement, The making of in- 
lays Is a very. anclent process that 
was a lost art for many centuries. The 
Aztecs of old Mexico used green stone 
inlays in their teeth. The green 
stone was not used to stop cavities as 
we use inlays but was purely decora- 
tive, The Aztec nobility would have 
fanciful designs cut in their front 
teeth, probably tribal marks ‘on the 
order of our coat-of-arms, then the 
green stone was cleverly cut to fit the 
cavity and cemented with a very dur- 
able transparent cerent. The. dur- 
ability of these prehistoric Inlays is 
proved by the fact that there are in 
existence a number of Aztec skulls 
with the green stone still firmly in 
place, 

Inlays of porcelain were the first to 
be made in modern’times. Porcelain 
Was used because it can be made to 
approximate closely the color and 
characteristics of the natural teeth. 
The process of making a porcelain in- 
lay is very difficult but the résult is 
so satisfactory that’ many are made 
for fillings where gold would be ob 
jJectionable. 

The gold inlay: is. now very widely 
used, There are many ways to make 
them, but the object is the same: that 
is to fill: the cavity perfectly, to re- 
store the originat contour, and to be 
durable.
